Waco, Texas. 

Editor Chicago Field. —The association convened In the 
evening at Fireman’s Hall, the president Capt C. C. McCulloch 
In tbe chair. Assistant secretary H. M. Thompson read the 
mloutes of the last annual meeting. Approved. 

W. 8. Almond, G. L. Porter, E. P. Hamblin, 8. K. Mcllhenny 
aod T. B. Watson, a committee appointed at the last annual meet¬ 
ing, reported a constitution and by-laws aod the same, on mo¬ 
tion, were unanimously adopted.

On mottoo the association proceeded to tbe selection of a 
place for holding tbe next annual meeting and tournament. Dal¬ 
las was unanimously chosen as the place and the latter part of 
June, 1880, as tbe time. 

The executive committee was Instructed to have printed for 
distribution among the several clubs of the state three hundred 
copies of the constitution, by-laws and rules of the association. 

Officers were elected for the ensuing year as follows: Dr. G. 
A. Foote, of McKinney, one of tbe oldest and best shots In the 
state, was, by acclamation, elected president, Capt. G. L. Porter 
of Houston, was unanimously elected first vice president;Mr. A. 
H. Stewart of Marshall, was elected vice president; Mr. A. Q. 
Chase of Dallas, recording secretary; Capt. H. M. Thompson, of 
Waco, corresponding secretary; Col. W. E. Hughs, of Dallas, 
treasurer. ' 

The president announced that he would appoiut, In a day or 
two, as provided for In the by-laws, a delegation of five gentle¬ 
men to secure tbe enactment of proper laws for the protection of 
game and fish. 

The question was raised as to whether Mr. L. B. DaPonta, of 
the Galveston club, should he permitted to take part In the 
tournament. 8everal members of the association had declined 
during the day to euter matches with him, on the ground that he 
Is a professional shot, and that he Is not a resident of Texas. 
Gentlemen of the Galveston club stated that he la not a pro¬ 
fessional, and that he Is a resident of Texas, having been In the 
state for six weeks or two months past. It was alleged that he 
had frequently participated In matches with professionals, and 
that he was at least an expert, who, should he be allowed to take 
part In the several matches, would prevent many others from 
doing so. A motion to admit him to all tbe 
matches was lost. A motion to debar him from 
the published matches was carried by a large 
majority. 

The association adjourned, to meet at tbe call 
of the president. 

On the evening of the second day, a verypleaa- 
ant banquet was participated In by the Sport- 
men’s Association, the Tatham and Waco Gun 
clubs acting as hosts. Speeches, toasts, re¬ 
sponses and suggestions for the good of the 
order were made. Among the gentlemen pres¬ 
ent were Judge Alexander, Mr. Solomon, Mr.

Lockslejr was reserved by Mr. Barges for blmeelf, and at first 
I could not persuade him to part with him, but I finally Induced 
him to sell me a part interest In him, which gives me the break¬ 
ing of him and the use of him in the field for my shooting. I 
hardly know how to describe him better than to say that be Is 
Adams’ Bock In miniature—In color, markings, style of head, In 
fact, like him In all points except that he carries hla tall straight. 
It Is of course absurd to compare this five-months-old youngster 
with that old veteran, but It describes the puppy so well, In 
general style and appearance, and It Is no disgrace to old Bock, 
for Locksley Is one of the finest specimens of the English setter 
that I have ever seen. A friend who purchased a litter sister, 
writes me that she, too, Is remarkably handsome and Intelligent. 

I see by the Chicago Field that Mr. Burges has bred Nilsson 
to Druid and I doubt not she'will present him a litter as hand¬ 
some as the last. She surely can’t Improve upon that litter. 
But with me, " pretty le as pretty does," and I am anxious to see 
my brace In the field on game. If they should steal my heart 
away from my favorite reds I’ll frankly confess It. Next I want 
to give “ the modern Improved pointer ” a fair trial. It Is said 
he Is the coming dog, but as Bow Is the only representative that 
has run In our field trials, the history of the breed is yet to be 
written. After I have tried at least two braces of them and the 
same of the Llewellln, I will feel as If I could decide which of 
the four breeds are best for my shooting.

Retrieving. 

BY BADGER. 

I have no deslro to engage In any discussion with the advo¬ 
cates of the Kit Kill bird system of teaching retrieving, but at 
the same time I have some curiosity to know how they would 
manage such a case as I shall describe. I have read Kit Kill- 
bird’s letters on the subject, but, though he is profuse In his 
denunciations of the Bpike collar, or of force in any form, I have 
never been able to find anything to tell me how he would make 
a dog retrieve a bird when the dog would rather not. In justice 
to him I will say that I have not read bis book. Now for my ex¬ 
ample: 

I have a fine setter bitch, bought last fall at two years old, 
after working one season and being grounded In retrieving. 
Beyond one or two days last fall, I gave her no practical test 
until this spring, when I have been shooting snipe over her two or 
three days each wcclo. She had shown fine nose and all that sort 
of thing, but at first refused to retrieve anything except dead 
birds. A winged bird she would Dot touch. 

I tried coaxing and even repeated some of the Klllbird poetry 
to her, but without effect. Then I resorted to the whip. Send¬ 
ing her after a wounded bird, she would go to It, but refuse to 
fetch. At every refusal she was called In, whipped soundly, and 
sent out again, and the whipping Invariably brought the snipe. 
I did no yelling nor did I stir from ray tracks, but spoke in an 
ordinary tone, called her back, whipped and sent her again. 
This course I followed three days, but not for every bird. 
On the last day she refused the first one, but after receiv¬ 
ing her medicine brought everything thereafter at a wave 
of the hand. In spring snipe shooting one is very apt to 
jump stray ducks. I have done so on several occasions. 
These, when shot, she refused to touch dead or alive. But 
the snipe medicine cured that also. Yesterday I was out 
again. Refusing to bring a wounded snipe, a sight of the whip 
was enough. She brought It to my hand. I kuocked over one 
of a brace of teal going down wind which struck on the far side 
of a deep creek. After walling some time for a Bhot at the 
remaining one, I sent the bitch across the creek for the duck, 
which she brought without a word from me, swimming the creek 
both ways. I shot a yellow-leg that staggered along and finally 
fell forty rods away. Again I watted, until she had forgotten 
the bird, and then sent heron, when she beat the ground care¬ 
fully until, finding, she brought it In. Now that’s what I call 
beautiful retrieving. Done, too, uuder the whip. Suppose I 
had gone at it thus: 

“Now, Gyple, go fetch It, that’s a nice doggie.’’ 

Much tall wagging by Gyple. 

“ Go fetch that bird!" 

“ GO FETCH THAT BIBD !’’ 

“GO FETCH THAT BIRD!” 

Gyple Ilea down and rolls upon her back. 

“ Dash the dashed dog to dasbnatlon, what’s the matter with 
you?" 

Ending by my wading after the bird, and probably not finding It. 

Now every man who carries a gun has seen that picture a huu- 
dred times. What course would the advocates of the coaxing 
system take In such a case? What would Mr. Klllbird do? He 
may say that no dog of his breaking would ever refuse. But 
that’s all bosh I Every Bportsman knows that a young dog is 
likely to fuuk in retrieving any time. 

If he has been taught by the coaxing and playing system the 
first time he refuses and finds out through the whip that retriev¬ 
ing Is not play, but business, nine times In ten he will stop right 
there and can’t be coaxed or driven to retrieve. This rolly-bally- 
go-fetchy-and-carry-all-around-the-yard-beforc-you-bring-it In re¬ 
trieving, Is very nice for play and fun for the dog, especially if 
the children get onto It. But It’s not business, and when you 
try to make It business you will find your hands full. 

I have tried both ways. 8tarted In with play and ended up 
with the whip. Started In with the whip and ended up with a 
wave of my hand and, “Go fetch dead bird." I think the latter 
la not only more satisfactory, but Infinitely more merciful. 

We all at times have to send a dog Into places where he would 
rather not go. If It’s play he won’t got If It’s business he will 
go! 

It’s dollars to cents that my bitch will hereafter bring anything 
from anywhere without hesitation, and I estimate that each whip¬ 
ping has added a ten dollar note to her value. 

I have two pups now going through yard-breaking preparatory 
to field work next Fall. I put a strap on the neck, to which Is 
attached a cord, and then, whip In hand, I throw whatever comes 
handy and send puppy for It. At first I had a little trouble, but 
they soon learned what the whip meant, and now either of them 
will bring anything It can carry, oven a dead bird, and that’s the 
hardest thing to teach a puppy to bring. I don’t mean to say 
that I whip a pup as I would an old dog. A very slight blow la 
enough. But 1 believe they should be taught what the whip Is 
for from the first and there will never be much necessity for Its 
use. I also believe that every professloual dog trainer follows 
this system. If any do not I wouldn't give a nickel for all their 
teaching. Mr. Theo. Morford breeds as many fine dogs, and 
hfeaks them as well, as aDy man In the country. Anyone who 
has seen him handle half a doxeu dogs together In the yard has 
**0 a beautiful sight. But be does It under the whip and with 

1 hand all the time, tbongb he seldom has to use Ik 
„ "here Is there a " coaxer” who can briDg out four or six dogs, 

charge” them and then order up one at a time and send to a 


dish for his share of the bones It contains? And yet Mr. Mor¬ 
ford will do It without any trouble. I know nothing of force col¬ 
lars, but I believe In force of some klud every time. 

Breeding for What We Need.

Editor Chicago Field: —The old adage, “Necessity la the 
mother of Invention,” Is necessarily a true one, for our desires 
create within us a determination to obtain what we want, and 
the want actually becomes a necessity.

After carefully reading all Stonehenge has said on the dog, it 
becomes very natural in us to compare what this able author has 
written with what we ourselves have seen, and when we find that 
he is unselfish In all his Ideas—states why he thinks this breed 
better than that, tells us wbat are the real desirable qualities a 
a field dog should possess to make him approximate to perfection 
—when we weigh all he has said about “ The Dogs of the British 
Islands,” we will find good common-sense pervades every chap¬ 
ter, and although he does not tell us haw to breed, he does give us 
Ideas that lead us to think, if not actually know, that the only 
way to reach success in having the finest field dogs is to breed fur 
quality, ignoring very many of the casual Ideas of this day, that it 
will not do to cross colors or breed out from certain family strains. 
Mr, L,averack was his own counsel in breeding, and it is quite 
well known that he disregarded the colors so long as he obtained 
the field qualities, and yet there are those who think he made 
mistakes; very likely he did, and yet the most successful breed¬ 
ers followed nobody’s advice, but studied the characteristics of 
dogs and Interbred accordingly, waiting for the results to verify 
their beliefs. 

I claim that the animal kingdom does not differ from the veg¬ 
etable in its varied progresses, when the natural rules are ob¬ 
served, with a strict adherence to the conformity of that nature, 
guided by the education we all should have, that like produces 
like, but to produce it there must not be an imaginary perfec¬ 
tion caused by attachments, as is too often the case. In breed¬ 
ing deficiencies arc intensified where the male and female bave 
the same faults, and the longer the inbreeding continues, the 
worse it will become. On the other band, when both parents 
possess In a high degree the attributes of perfection, their off¬ 
spring will be an improvement do the parent stock, wblist educa¬ 
tion and training will show Itself in the future race, not only 
from transmission of blood, but from the association that natu¬ 
rally, in very many cases, they have the advantage of. 

Although an advocate of good blood, call it royal it you will, 
yet I am not an advocate of hereditary crowns on account of 
pedigree, although without It the crown would not rest half so 
well, but I would prefer to see It worn where distinction was the 
reward of merit and retained—designating a true loyalty so long, 
and no longer, than the blood held to its purity, as a guarantee 
to accomplish better works and produce the same.

Nebraska Bench Show. 

Omaha, Neb. 

Editor Chicago Field: —The second annual bench show of 
Nebraska was opened to-day under much more favorable auspices 
than a year ago, and the management feel greatly encouraged. 
Where a year ago the dogs entered in the different classes were 
numbered by twos and threes, this year they could be counted by 
tens and tweutles. It will not be necessary nor perhaps desira¬ 
ble to give a detailed statement of each Individual entry. The 
“ blue bloods ” wero well represented by Barrlger’s Bronze, 
llammon’s Dixie and Ilammon’s Sweepstakes; Joe Jr. had a fine 
representative three months old, which is admired by all. 
The English setters were fewer In number, but no 
no less entitled to the rewards of merit. The pointers are by- 
no means In the back ground. This much neglected strain of 
hunting dogs are again coming Into notice, and all hall to W. 
M. Campbell for his success in resuscitating this valuable and 
noble breed of dogs and bringing them again to the front, where 
they rightfully belong. It may be truly said that this feature In 
the sportsmen’s outlook has takeD root deep down into the hearts 
of the lovers of the dog and gun, and has become a fixed fact In 
Nebraska. The association feels much encouraged, and at Its 
meetlug this evening adopted a resolution declaring that at each 
annual meeting of the association hereafter a “ bench show ” 
shall be held. Also, that a field trial of dogs open to the world 
shall be held under the auspices of the association In the month 
of September next, on prairie chickens. Decidedly the best part 
of the show Is the red Irish setter classes, of whom there arc 25 
entries, and all belonging to the natives except two—Brian and 
Bronze —If we rightfully understand the line of demarkatton be¬ 
tween native and lm|>orted. In these classes we find Gen. R. K. 
Livingston's Grouse—Gipsey strain, with his Brian and eleven of 
his progeny. 

Entr ring the door of the Exhibition Building here, upon the 
left, Is J. A. Mammon's Doxle, by Leicester out of Victress, five 
months old, lemon and white slut, as lively and pretty as you 
could wish. With her we find Sweepstakes, a three months old 
pup by Joe Jr., out of Blue Daisy II. The snug little fellow 
attracts a great deal of attention, and Is especially admired by 
all. Next In the English setter Hat comes 8. B. Hathaway’s 
Sport, a full blood native of good proportions and will, no doubt, 


command attention from the judges. In an adjoining room we 
find H. B. Sackett’a Joe, another native English setter, with 
marked features and evidently a first prize winner. J. E. Wlns- 
lade'a native liver aud white setter Jack carries many good points 
but I doubt If he will wear a ribbon at this show. Next to be 
seen are Z. Taylor’s black and tan dog Rex, and J. A. Hammon's 
black and tan dog Colonel, both prime looking dogs, and I opine 
the judges will have to apply the line In judging between them. 
In the red Irish classes first comes Wm. Preston's Lucy, by 

Bierbower's Khallf, out of-, from Blerbower’a kennel. She 

Is a champion bitch, aud will be beard from. In the same room 
we find B, E. B. Kennedy's Nora, by Livingston’s Brian, out of 
Mona, Nlal’s Grouse—Gypsy straio, l very promising bitch 
twelve months and three days old. Let the competitors in her 
class beware. 

Here comes Gen. J. C. McBride’s Topey, by Livingston's 

Brian out of-, two years old, and In the hands of a trainer. 

She must look out for Nora, as her laurels are In danger. D. S. 
Barrlger’s Bronze Is a magnificent specimen from Greenwood 
Kennel, Cincinnati. Also C. M. Baum’s Snyder, whose pedigree 
I am not able to asms. 8am’l Long’s Dash, by Brian, out of 
-, and litter brother of McBride’s Topsey, Is another fine speci¬ 
men, though not to my mind quite up to Suyder in points. Last, 
but not least, we come to Brian and eight of hts progeny, out of 
Mona, all owned by Gen. Livingston. In point of symmetry, 
color, and beauty It Is the finest lot I ever saw and this Is the 
unanimous verdict of all who bave seen them. As already 
stated they belong to the Grouse—Gypsy strain. The pups are 
five months old; several of them are already sold.

Aconite In Dlutcuiper. 

Belchertown, Mass. 

Editor Chicago Field. —Thinking that perhaps my experi¬ 
ence with the use of aconite in distemper may be of some benefit 
to your readers, I will, with your kind permission, relate It: 

Case 1st. Irish setter dog, aged four months. Constitution natu¬ 
rally weak and delicate; all the symptoms of distemper strongly 
pronounced, loss of appetite, dullness, fever, discharge from nose 
and eyes. Began giving tincture aconite leaves In five-drop 
doses repeated every four hburs, on the first day the discharge 
made its appearance, gradually Increasing the dose until on the 
third day was giving ten drops. Oil the second day the fever 
was sensibly reduced and the discharge lesseued. On the fifth 
day the fever was gone, the discharge very slight, and appetite 
improved. Reduced quautity and frequency of dose, and con- 
continued to do so each day, and on the eighth day ceased the 
use of aconite. In less than fourteen days from the time the 
attack began the dog was entirely cured, and rapidly regained 
strength and fleah. No eequele. 

Case 2d. Irish setter dog, aged fourteen months. Had been 
confined most of the time since be was a small puppy, and kept 
in “ short commons." Was very poor in flesh, and was far from 
being a strong dog. The distemper broke out violently very soon 
after he came Into my possession, and had made rapid progress 
before I began treatment. Used the aconite as In the first case, 
beginning with five drops and increasing to ten. In this case Its 
use was continued much longer, as the disease was very obstinate 
and did not yield readily. During its run the dog became ema¬ 
ciated to the extreme, was exceedingly weak, so that he could 
not lift himself onto his feet. Gave him beef tea frequently, 
pouring it in small quautllles down his throat, and also by In¬ 
jections. The fever and discharge left him In about two weeks, 
but tt was a long time before he rallied and regained strength 
and flesh. 

This case was followed by loss c>f hearing and smelling power, 
rendering the dog perfectly useless for hunting purposes. 

In both cases the patieDts had the best of nursing, great care 
being taken to keep them warm (not hot) and dry. 

In both cases no medicine was used but tincture of aconite 
loaves. 

I have rocommonded its use many times and have always had 
favorable reports of Its effects. The case of my own (No. 2) Is 
the only one I ever knew (In which It was used) that any bad 
after effects followed the disease. 

Of course the tincture of the root, or fluid extract of either 
leaves or root, could be ttacd—but ns they are very much stronger, 
a diminished dose would be necessary. Great care should be 
taken in the use of aconite In any form, and Its effects closely 
watched. I think the llnct. belladonna might often be uBed In 
connection with aconite with good results, especially If there Is 
Inflammation of the lungs. 

I had not Intended to speak of anything but distemper In this 
letter, but I would like to say a few words In regard toareca nut 
My dog has been troubled with worms frequently since I owned 
him, now some three years, and I bare always used the powdered 
nut to expel them. He weighs between sixty and sixty-five 
pounds when In fair condition. I make up sixty grains Into three 
boluses and give them to him at one time on an empty stomach. 
These usually operate In from one to four hours, and quantities 
of worms are expelled. I follow with a cathartic, usually syrup 
of buckthorn; sometimes I have omitted the physic, hut In either 
esse the dog has shown no 111 effects from the nut. I have seen 
It used very often with dogs and no harm has resalted, except to 
the worms. How It may effect pnpplea, I do not know, I have 
never used santonins, butcannot aee why any harm should result. 
It Is a very common remedy with physicians In cases of children 
having worms, _ Hawkeys.

Letters on Ornithology. 

BY DR. BLLIOTT COUK8, U. 8. A. 


Entered according: to act of Congress in the year 1876. by Marsh A- Co. 
in the office of the Librarian of Congress, Washington. 

No 22.—The Snow Goose, or White Hraut. 

(A riser hyperboreus, Pall.) 

Dispersed over all of North America, the snow goose Is no¬ 
where a permanent resident, Its migrations are extensive, and 
performed with the utmost regularity; the maximum variation, 
depending upon the advance or retardation of the season—less 
strictly speaking, upon the weather—Is slight. It Is never seen 
In the United States In summer, for It returns to high latitudes 
to breed. Along the Atlantic coast, aud Indeed through the 
whole Eastern Province, It may be called rare, at least In com¬ 
parison with Its great abundance In various parts of the West. 
Those found In Texas, and anywhere about the Gulf of Mexico, 
undoubtedly migrate inland, following the course of the larger 
rivers; and those that pass alongthe Atlantic seaboard, generally 
hug the coast, and are hardly to he met with beyond maritime 
districts. In Arizona this goose Is abundant In the Winter; it ar¬ 
rives at the Colorado basin In October, with hordes of other 
water-fowl, and remains until Spring opens. Some disperse over 
all the permanent waters of the territory, but these are few In 
number compared with the assemblages of the Colorado. Thus 
I saw some, and took one, lo October, on the San Francisco river 
not far from Fort Whipple; on the Mojave river in California, 
the same month of tbo following year, I met with great numbers 
in some reedy lagtwns. Though they could not have been much 
molested there, they were shy, and none wonld have been pro¬ 
cured were It not that the nature of the locality offered good op¬ 
portunities of unseen approach. On the Pacific coast Itself, 
particularly that of California, the birds are probably more 
abundant In winter than anywhere else. Upon their arrival In 
October they are generally lean and poorly flavored, donbtless 
with the fatigue of a long journey; but they find abundance of 
suitable food, and soon recuperate. At San Pedro, In Southern 
California, In November, I saw them every day, and In all sorts 
of situations—some on the grassy plain, others among the reeds 
of a little stream or the marshy borders of the bay, others on 
the bare mnd-fiats or the beach Itself. Being much harassed, 
they had grown exceedingly wary, and were suspicious of au ap¬ 
proach nearer than several hundred yards. Yet with all their 
sagacity and watchfulness—traits for which their tribe has been 
celebrated ever since the original and classic flock saved Rome, 
as It Is said—they are sometimes outwitted by very shallow strat¬ 
agem—the same that i mentioned In speaking of the speckle- 
bellies. It Is strange, too, that the noise and general appearance 
of a carriage should not be enough to frighten them, but such Is 
the case. I have driven In a buggy along the open beach directly 
iDto a flock of snow geese that stood agape, “grinning" the while 
till they were almost under the horse's hoofs ; tbs laziert Hock of 
tame geese that were ever almost run over In a country by-road 
were In no less hurry to get out of the way. Advantage Is often 
taken of this Ignorance to shoot them from a buggy; and, though 
they have not yet learned that anything Is to be dreaded when 
the rattling affair approaches, yet no doubt experience will prove 
a good teacher, and Its acquirements be transmitted until they 
become Inherent. A wild goose of any species Is a good ex¬ 
ample of wariness In birds, as distinguished from timidity. A 
timid bird Is frightened st any nnususl or any unexpected ap¬ 
pearance, particularly If It be accompanied by noise; while a 
wary one only (lies from what II has learned to distrust or fear, 
through Us acquired perceptions or inherited Instincts. Audubon 
has a paragraph to the point, and one also showing tbit birds can 
and do communicate to each other tbelr Individual experiences; 

“ When the young snow geese first arrive In Kentucky, about 
Henderson, for Instance, they are unsuspicious, and therefore 
eaatly procured. In a half-dry, half-wet pond, running across a 
large tract of land, on the other side of the river, In the state of 
Indians, and which was once my property, 1 was In the habit of 
shooting six or seven In a day. This, however, rendered the rest 
so wild, that the cunning of any ‘ Red-skin ' might have been ex¬ 
ercised without success upon them; and I vu sorry to find that 
they had the power of communicating their sense of danger to 


the other (locks that arrived. On varying my operations, how¬ 
ever, and persevering for some time, I found that even the wild¬ 
est of them suffered; for having taken It Into my bead to catch 
them In large traps, I tried this method, and several were pro¬ 
cured before the rest bad learned to seize the bait in a judicious 
manner." 

Dr. Heermann's notice of this species gives an Idea of the 
Immense numbers of the birds In some localities, besides relat¬ 
ing a novel method of hunting them. He says they “ often cover 
so densely with their masses the plains to the vicinity of the 
marshes, as to give the ground the appearance of being clothed 
lo snow. Easily approached on horseback, the natives some¬ 
times near them In this manner, then suddenly putting spurs to 
tbelr animals, gallop Into the flock, striking to the right and 
left, with short clubs, and trampling them beneath tbelr horses' 
feet. 'I have known a native to procure seventeen birds lu a 
single charge of this kind, through a flock covering several 
acres." 

In Alaska, Mr. Dali states, the snow goose Is common In the 
8pring, arriving about May 9, flying np the river from the south, 
and leaving usually by the end of the month. “They do not 
breed In the vicinity of the Yukon, nor do they return In the 
Fall by the way they came; they only stop to feed and rest on 
the marshes, during the dusky twilight of the night, and are off 
again with the early light of an Artie Spring." Sir John Rich¬ 
ardson, In the Fauna Boreall Americana, after noting the abund¬ 
ance of the birds, continues: "The eggs, of a yellowish-white 
color, aDd regularly ovate form, are a little larger than those of 
an elder duck, their length being three Inches, aud their greatest 
breadth two. The young fly In August, and by the middle of 
September all have departed to the southward. The snow 
goose feeds on rushes, Insects, and in Autumn on berries, partic¬ 
ularly those of the Empetrum nigrum. When well fed it Is a 
very excellent bird, far superior to the Canada goose In jnldness 
and flavor. It Is said the yonngdo not attain their full plumage 
before their fourth year, and until that period they appear to 
keep In separate flocks. They are numerous at Albany Fort, In 
the southern part of Hudson's bay, where the old birds are rarely 
seen; and on the other hand, the old birds In their migrations 
visit York Factory In great abundance, but are seldom accom¬ 
panied by the young. The snow geese make their appearance In 
Spring a few days later than the Canada geese, and pass in large 
flocks both through the interior and on the coast” Examples of 
the eggs in the Smlthsoulan sgree exactly with the above de¬ 
scription, but show the usual variation in size, some being no¬ 
ticeably less than three Inches In length by over two In breadth. 

In the territory of Dakota I have observed the movements of 
the geese during both seasons. They reach the southern por¬ 
tions of the territory, as the vicinity of Fort Randall, for ex¬ 
ample, very early in April, or even during the latter part of 
March, but may be observed during the greater part of the former 
month. On the first of April I saw many In flockB on a 
reedy lake near Randall, and they were still flying, up to the 20th 
of that month. Higher up on the Missouri, lu the vicinity of 
Fort Stevenson, and also In the neighborhood of Fort Wads¬ 
worth, I again saw numerous flocks during the first half of Oc¬ 
tober, frequenting the saline pools which occupy much of that 
portion of the territory. In this region they are universally 
known as white brant. I can say nothing from personal obser¬ 
vation of the bird’s movements along the Atlantic coast. Ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Turnbull they arc rather rare In New Jersey, ar¬ 
riving In November and again late in February. 

“ The bill of this bird,” says Wilson, “lsslngularly curious. The 
edges of the upper and lower gibbosities have each twenty-three 
Indentations, or strong teeth, ou each side; the inside, or concavity 
of the upper mandible, has also seven lateral rows of strong pro¬ 
jecting teeth, and the tongue, which Is horny at the extremity, 
is armed ou each Bide with thirteen long and sharp bony teeth, 
placed like those of a saw, with tbelr points directed backward; 
the tongue, turned up and viewed on its lower side, looks very 
much like a human finger with its nail. This conformation of 
the mandibles, exposing two rows of strong teeth, has probably 
given rise to the epithet' laughing,' bestowed on one of Us varie¬ 
ties, though it might, with as much propriety, be named the 'grin¬ 
ning goose.’ ’’ No one familiar with the appearance of the snow 
goose will fall to recognize the aptness of the suggestion with 
which Wilson concludes his truthful, If not quite technically ac¬ 
curate, description, conveying an Idea of the bird's queer physi¬ 
ognomy. The design and use of the conspicuous corneous 
lamella: (common to other geese but remarkably developed In this 
one) are evident when we kuow the bird’s food and Us manner 
of procuring It. It feeds upon reeds, grasses, and other herbs, 
which It forcibly pulls up by the roots, or twitches In two. The 
shape and singular armature of the bill admirably adapt It for 
seizing and retaining firm hold of yielding plant steins. The 
bird’s “horrible smile,” then, so far from being a sign of vapid 
and inana character, is at once the mark aud the means of the 
praiseworthy Industry by which it gains au honest livelihood. 

Various kinds of ordinary grass form a large part of this bird’s 
food, at leastduring their Winter residence in the Uuited States. 
They gather It precisely as tame geese are wout to do. Flocks 
alight upon a meadow or plain, and pass over the ground In 
broken array, cropping to either side as they go, with the pecu¬ 
liar tweak of the bill and quick jerk of the neck familiar to all 
who have watched the barn-yard fowls when similarly engaged. 
The short turfy grasses appear to be highly relished; and this ex¬ 
plains the frequent presence of the birds in fields at a distance 
fh>m water. They also eat the bulbous roots and soft succulent 
culms of aquatic plants, aud in securing these the tooth-like pro¬ 
cesses of the bill are brought Into special service. Wilson again 
says that, when thus feeding upon reeds, they “tear them up 
like bogs;” a questionable comparison, however, for the birds 
pull up the plants instead of pushing or “rootlug" them up. The 
geese, I think, also feed largely upon aquatic insects, small mol¬ 
luscs, and marine Invertebrates of various kinds; for they are 
often observed on mud-flats and rocky places by the sea-side, 
where there is no vegetation whatever; and It la probable that 
when they pass over meadows they do not spare the grasshop¬ 
pers. Audubon relates, that in Louisiana be has often eeeu the 
geese feedlug In wheat-fields, where, they plucked up the young 
plants entire.

"holding on" Inatead of ahead If they wish fo ever becoens crack 
shots; fully conscious of the fact, however, that with aucb peo¬ 
ple what Abe Kleinman or Bogardus says baa often more weight 
than ruultltudea of reoeon—so first, let me hint, that Kleinman 
and Bogardua, though no doubt boneat men, In common with 
many other noted ones bate a habit of returning euch answers to 
many questions aa will please and satisfy tbs questioners rather 
lhau be at the trouble of an explanation or argument; and next 
we'll apply a little reason and common venae to the subject 

Those poor shots who hold oh and those good ones who pre- 
teti>) to, but In reality hold oAeud, knowingly or otherwise, they 
too explain their actions or pretensions by asserting tbelr belief 
that the movement of the gun Imparts Its Inertia to the charge 
by which It la kept moving laterally after It leaves the barrel. 

Inertia, as I understand It, simply means the Inability of mat¬ 
ter to move from a state of rest or to move other than uniformly 
when In motion without the application of force. Now let us 
even admit that such a motion is Imparted to the charge (an al¬ 
lowance, to any appreciable extent, hardly capable of proof In 
my estimation, however), the amount of velocity of such lateral 
motion, then, must vary In accordance with the rapidity of the 
movement of tbe gun, and the resistance of the atmosphere (the 
latter force, tending to reduce or stop such motion, we will not 
for the present consider), this conclusion admitted and It cannot 
be successfully contradicted. We will suppose a fast-flying dock 
to be crossing at say, thirty yards distance, fired at, holding on 
and keeping the gun so moving and held on until the charge 
leaves the barrel; will further suppose It to be killed at the dis¬ 
charge (this Is a hard one, but I only want you to imagine It tor 
a moment) the charge then must have moved laterally as far as 
the duck moved forward during tbe forward passage of tbe shot 
- all granted. 

Now, we will suppose a second duck to be crossing at tbe sanfe 
rate of speed, but, say, <10 yards away, and fired at, aiming In the 
tame manner; applying tbb same rulb, will he be hit! Not 
very likely, for this reason: In holding on the duck at 60 yards 
the gun la moved with only on* half tin rapidity required at thirty 
yards, consequently tbe charge would move laterally just one-half 
the distance at the tame time, i. If tbe charges were similar, 
while travelling forward 30 yarda. At 60 yards, provided the 
shot moved forward with uniform velocity and lo-t no lateral 
motion from real-tance to the atmosphere, the tntir* lateral dis¬ 
tance travelled would Just equal that at thirty yard i when the ve¬ 
locity ot the gun was twice at great. Therefore unless Mr. Duck 
stopped very suddenly at the time the charge was about half way 
to him he would most probably keep right on for some distance 
further. At the risk of “extinguishing” “Schneider,” aa he 
writes there Is danger of doing, I'll attempt a small diagram to 
make my meaning more plain. 


Let each of tbe lines A B be taken to represent a distance of 
30 yards, divided by the line C D, In equal parts of 30 yards each; I 
A, the point of fire; tbe Una C D the distance travelled by tbe 
duck, and the lateral movement of the charge while In Its 30 | 
yards flight. The lines E F or F Q equal to C D would then rep¬ 
resent tbe lateral distance traveled at 60 yarda when the second 
duck was fired at, tbe gun’s motion being only half as rapid aa at 
the first, and E Q the distance the duck would have moved during 
the tame period, twice the distance for double the time of th* thirty 
yard trial. 

The advocates of the “holding on " theory seem to Imagine 
that the gun (a, and say It must be kept moving at the same rate of 
epetd as the bird, and right here Is the cause of all their blunder¬ 
ing. The muzzle of the gun In aiming Is never moved as fast aa 
the bird moves unless it touches Aim, any more than a point near 
the centre of a revolving pully moves with an equal velocity to 
the rim, and the farther the bird la away from the gun the 
greater tbe difference In their velocities, tbe gun always being 
moved the slower, when to Insure against loet ot Inertia through 
resistance of the air the very reverse should be the case Your 
cannon ball and circus riding experiments, “Nanlt," won’t 
apply here; In both the speed of the starting point and destina¬ 
tion are the same. You, friend Van Dyke, I believe, know some¬ 
thing of shooting and how to hit, but I think you’ve allowed a 
little too much to Inertia; and you, “Scbnetder," If not extin¬ 
guished. give us something besides mere aaaertlona that you know 
more than all tbe shooters who bold ahead, and will always con¬ 
tinue to hold ahead of those who bold on. Jos. W. Lo.no.

The National Carp Ponds. 


Tboee who have not vtalted the capital for a number of years 
would be aurprlaed at tbe great changes In tbe appearance of the 
city In many particulars. During the old war days soldiers were 
fond of misinterpreting tbe Initials of tbe District of Columbia, 
and writing after Washington, D. 0., the explanltory epithet, 
“ Dirty City,” a title which the condition of Ita streets fully 
merited. This la no longer tbe case, for Washington has for 
many years been a remarkably neat and handsome place, com¬ 
paring favorably In thla respect with almost any city of lto size In 
the country. 

Id nothing Is the change more marked than In the vicinity of 
the Monument, where the old miasmatic and moequlto-breedlng 
canal and Ita marginal swamp furnished the neighboring dwellers 
with poison for their blood, and then with great quantities of tbe 
phlebotomizing mosquito to extract It. 

In place of Ibeae unwholesome surroundings of the great mon¬ 
ument are now beautiful lakes and ponda devoted to the accli¬ 
matizing, breeding and growing of useful foreign food fishes un¬ 
der tbe direction of Professor B. F. Baird, Secretary of tbe 
Smithsonian Institution, Commissioner on Fish and Fisheries for 
the United States, etc. 

There are nine ponds and pools In all, which can be drawn off 
seperately, although the two largest, of five and six acres re¬ 
spectively, are really beautiful lakelets, with paved edgee between 
the lines of grass and water. Tbe larger ones are Intended aa 
stock ponda In which tbe surplus young will be turned to grow 
and breed, while the smaller pools are to be Immediately used as 
breeding ponds, from which a supply of youug fish for distribu¬ 
tion Is expected this Fall. 

Tbe ponds are under tbe superintendence of Dr. Rudolph 
Heteal, a very capable fish culturtat from Offeuburg, Germany, 
where be has had many years experience In the breeding and 
rearing of carp, a fish but little known In America except by a 
miserable and utterly worthless variety of hybrid carp and gold 
fish which Is found In the Hudson and a few other rivers, and 
which were Introduced, many years ago, but seldom grow to any 
•lxe. 

There are several recognized varieties of the carp In Germany, 
although we think naturalists recognize but ODe epeciee here, viz., 
the common or “ scale carp,” Cypiinun carpio, which It held In 
leas esteem aa a table fish than either the mirror-carp (splegel 
karpfen) or the leather-carp (leder karpfeu), the first of which 
hts a smooth skin with occasional scales of Irregular sizes scat¬ 
tered ou different parte of tbe sides without regard to regularity 
or continuity, while the latter haa a skin entirely naked with the 
exception of a row of scales along the dorsal and ventral regions. 
The carp, as Its systematic name Implies, la the type of tbe family 
Cyphnida, whose principal characters are, one dorsal fin without 
spinous rays, head naked, with or without barbels, air bladder 
large, with two lobea and stomach without appendages, and la 
one of tbe largeat of families, Including the minnows, dace, 
shiners, chubs, etc., of the brooks, and from its size and excel¬ 
lence as a table fish Is deservedly at their head. 

They are especially adapted to shallow, warm and sluggish 
ponds aa they are In part vsgetable feeders and will endure very 
warm water; heuce they will prove a valuable acquisition to such 
waters as have heretofore produced only our Insignificant pond 
fishes, aa the small euofish, “pumpkin seeds” or other names 
which the different species of our little “no account” pond fish 
bear. In Europe there are many hybrid carp, a cross with the 
“Karouecbe” (Carrateiut r/ul^a’u),being by no means uncommon, 
but Professor Baird has obtained only the better sorts. They do 
not cross so readily with tbelr relative the common gold fish on 
account of (heir spawning times being different, that of the carp 
covering from the middle of May to the middle of June, while In 
the latitude of Washington the gold-fish spawns earlier. Dr. 
Hessel haa now under his charge tbe scale, mirror and leather 
carps; tench (Tinea vulgaris)', the golden tench (vsr. auralus); 
and the golden orfe or golden lde (Idas mdevutus vsr. auralus),’ 
these two fishes are used for both food and ornament and are 
simply red or gulden varieties of the common Osh wboee names 
they bear. The common gold-fish Is as much an artificial fish as 
tbe domesticated canary bird Is artificial in Its color and habits, 
and this yellow color Is.probably akin to melanism and albinism, 
which are seen In the so-called “silver-fish”and“blackgold-flsh,” 
often In one Individual, and which might be called auratelsm, to 
coin a word. 

Laat week we noticed the fact that Dr. O. Flnsch had brought 
sixteen leather carp and six scale carp from Germany for the 
National ponds, hut these were small and will not breed until 
next seaaon, but Dr. Hessel has some specimens of five or six 
pounds which «re now about spawning In the beds prepared for 
them In tbe smaller breeding pools where onc-balf of the pond la 
shallower than the other and has been exposed to the air and 
certain species of grass, as, Feetueafluitans, F. nudosa and tjcirjnis 
racemosa have been grown In rows. This part Is separated from 
the other by a board partition through which, when flooded, tbe 
carp are admitted by day In spawning time and at night are 
driven back on the feeding ground that they may not devour tbe 
•pawn which Is glutinous and adheres to the leaves of the plants. 
When the young are hatched they are fed on hominy, rice or 
other farinaceous food, while the adults will eat broken corn, 
bread, cabbage, squash, boiled potatoes, aa well as graze to some 
extent on tbe water-grasses named above, which with a few 
worms and Inaect larva constitutes their principal article# of diet. 
The Doctor saya that with ordinary care and food they grow to a 
weight of three to four and a half pounds In three years; they 
are very hardy In warm waters but are not at all suitable for 
spring brooks or deep cold lakes, and there are wonderful stories 
of their longevity. They often attain a weight of fifteen to 
iweuty-flve pounds and occasionally much more; they take the 
hook well, and numerous sre the carp-fishing stories in the old 
angling books. Walton especially delighted In taking this fish, 
and says: “The carp Is the queen of rivers; a stately, a good, 
and a very subtle fish; that was not at first bred, nor hath been 
long In England, but Is now naturalized. It Is said that they 
were brought hither by one Mr. Maacal, a gentleman that theD 
lived In Plumstead, In 8usaex, a county that abounds more with 
fish tbsn any In tbla nation.” Walton gives much Information, 
such as It Is, on the carp, but the good old gentleman took to 
much of hla natural history at second baud, without being at all 
particular as to the hand, that hts authority la not of the best. 
He quotes the old rhyme: 

Hops Slid turklce, enrps and heer, 

Came Into Euglaud all In a year. 

And this, like most old rhymes, la not true, as turkeys came 
from America, after 1498, and la tbe earliest work on sngllng, 
I486, by Dame Julians Berners, tn the “Boke of St. Albans," 
which by the way has been reprinted by Mr. G. W. Van Slclen, 
of 99 Nassau St., New York, we find tbe carp already living In 
the streams of England. She says: ‘The carp Is a deyntona

Although but eight years have passed since the formation of a

what we have In plenty we obtain the most desirable of European 1 
fishes for our own waters. , „ _ 1 

The second annual mecttDg was held at the office of Mr. George . 
Shepard Page, No. 10 Warrren street, New York, on Tuesday, I 
February 11, 1873, and was distinguished by the fact that Prof. 
Batrd’a report, as United States Fish Cnmmissloner, In which he , 
gives full credit to our association for making the first movement 
in obtaining an appropriation from Congress, was read In full be¬ 
fore It and warmly applauded. 

As this meeting Mr. 8tone resigned the position of secretary, 
aud Mr. A. 8. Collins was elected to succeed him, the other officers 

remaining as before. „ . 

The third meeting was held at tbe same place on Tuesday, Feb. 

10 1874, when Hon. Robert B. Roosevelt was chosen president, 
and Mr. George 8. Page, vice president, with Mr. Collins as sec¬ 
retary and Mr. Bowles as treasurer. Although this meeting was 
well attended and many Interesting papers read, there were no 
great events of Importance to record whteh would raise It above 
Its fellows, as in the case of the two previous ones. 

The fourth meeting, on Tuesday, February 9, 1875, was aLo 
held at the office of Mr. Page, and the same officers elected. Mr. 
Eugene G. Blackford and Prof. Baird both spoke In favor of the 
establishment of a public aquarium in New York, by a Joint-stock 
company, as instructive and profitable, aud the association passed 
a resolution expressing their "belief that an aquarium In the 
city of New York would be a great benefit to aclence generally, 
and Ichthyology In particular, and giving Its favorable counte¬ 
nance to any public or private measure In that direction.’ 

There la reRsou to believe that this tlao brought forth fruit, tn 
the establishing of one by private enterprise. In which tho asso¬ 
ciation was so much interested sa to change Its place of meeting 
to the aquarium In 1877; but a change tn the management of 
the aquarium bo altered the tone of the Institution that only one 
meeting was held there ; and Judging from the advertisements In 
the newspapers, the aquarium Is now almost wholly given np to 
shows of various kinds, with little or nothing to Interest lovers 

° f The < flfth annual meeting, on February 8, 18711, was also held 
at tbe office of Mr. Page, and the same officers elected, with the 
exception of the secretary and treasurer, Mr. E. Q. Blackford 
taking the place of Mr. Bowles, and Dr. Edmonds that of Mr. 
Collins. At this meeting It was resolved to hold an extra ses¬ 
sion at Philadelphia during the Centennial Exhibition, and Prof. 
Baird was requested to obtain a place in the exhibition building 
for this purpose. Another step In advance was the resolution to 
employ a stenographer at future meetings, and report the dlscus- 
slona, as well as the papers read, as these were often of as much 

value as the latter. . 

Thla brings the history down to the Centennial meeting, from 
which point the records have been kept In full, and reports of 
which are still tn plentiful existence.

Sammy flung a single fly— 
a coachman In the sprig at the foot of the fall and Instantly 
hooked a splendid trout. Handling him with great care, he 
drew him away from the pool so as not to disturb and frighten 
the school, when I took him out of the wet, a beautiful trout, a 
pound and two ouncea.

The ooenlng of tbe season for brook trout'.—how the an- 
nouneement thrills the nerves; what delightful anticipation of 
coming sport; what overhauling and mending of tackle, tying of V 
files and recalling what files you have had best success with so 
early in the season.

Fish Commissioner, Washing 
ton, D. C .—Hear Sir :-It gives me pleasure to add sonic facts 
confirmatory of the opinions expressed by you In your letter to 
the German fish commission. Such vast numbers of the Sacra- 

I mto salmon (Quirmat) die on the spawning grounds of the up- 
r waters of the Pacific coast rivers, that It ts not surprising 
at our early scientific observers partake of the belief of the 
rly settlers, and conclude that all of this species died after 
rforming the act of reproduction. As you state In your letter, 
these fish all die after spawning, there la no explanation of the 
ct that we find on the spawning grounds salmon evidently of 
I ages from two to five years or more. If they all were to die 
ter spawning, then the further anomaly would have to be cod- 
ded that, when hatched, and after going to the ocean, the eggs 
id milt of some are matured In two years, othere only in three 
:ars, others again only in four or five years; and that they re¬ 
sin continuously In the ocean two, three, four or five years bc- 
ire returning to the river. 

The salmon fishermen of the Sacramento have always denied 
lat all the salmon of that river die after spawning. They assert 
tat from five to ten per cent, of all the salmon caught by them 
i October and November are spent fish on their return from the 
jawntng grounds. , 

To-day I received positive Information on the subject from Mr. 

„ D. Hume, who for many years wus at the head of the largest 
Union canning establishment on the Columbia river. The 
icte reported by Mr. Hume outweigh all the theories yet advance! 
n the subject. Having become satisfied that without resort to 
rtlflclal propagation the Columbia would in a few years fall off 
a Its yield of salmon, and failing to Induce others In the business 
o Join him in vigorous efforts towards keeping up the supply l» 
hat river, Mr. Hume sold out his establishment and erected 
nother on Rogue river.

Before constructing Ids 
luildings to be used for canning, Mr. Hume prepared ponds and 
ireeted a structure for the hatching of Balmon eggs,aa he had de- 
crmlncd to test his theories that the supply of salmon would be 
nexbaustlble In a river If, In addition to the natural supply, two 
irttficlally hatched young fish were placed In the stream for each 
me fully matnre that was taken out. The artificial batching of 
,ho eggs was placed under the superintendence of Mr. Kirby 
Pratt, who had been educated In tbe business under Mr. Llving- 
iton Stone at tbe U. 8. fishery on the McCloud river. As the fish 
were caught In seines the sexes were separated and placed In 
different ponds to remain uutll mature. When Btrlpped of the 
eggs and milt one hundred of each sex that had not been In¬ 
jured tn the process were marked by cutting off close to the 
body about one-third of the rays of the dorsal fin. As the knile 
was passed from the rear forward this left a triangular notch cut 
from the dorsal fin of each fish. 

These marked fish were then returned to the river to die or 
find their way to the ocean.

6 ('the wolf-deb are of a much more specific and unusual kind 
t n are seen In the former group. The specimen dissected 
' gure j twenty-five Inches from the top of the noee to the ex- 
ine mlty of the caudal fin. It was therefore by no means a large 
"Tclrnen since from six to seven feet la not an unusual length 
for the sea-wolf to attain. Its dark grey body was faintly banded 
'lib brown, but the head was beautifully and distinctly marbled 
*lth black on a grey ground. The aspect of the mouth, pro¬ 
dded with Its well marked teeth, partakes somewhat of a feline 
liok and has suggested the name “sea-cat," often applied to It 
on these northern shores, where the fish Is frequently eaten, It 
somewhat resembling the cod In taste. The appearance of the 
mouth Is highly characteristic. In front of both jaws Is found 
n array of sharp Incisor teeth. Che upper Jaw bears five of 
these pointed teeth, the two lateral teeth being large, and the 
central three teeth small. The lower jaw possesses six teeth of 
similar pattern, the two central teeth being larger than the four 
lateral ones; and wheu the jaws are closed the lower teeth Inter¬ 
lock lu an exact manner with the upper. The hold or grip of a 
wolf-fish must therefore be of a tenacious kind. Behind these 
incisor teeth, both above and below, are seen a few small teeth, 
destined by the ordinary laws of dental succession In the flah- 
vroup to replace the Incisors In case of Injury or loss. These 
front teeth are firmly ancbylosed to the bones on which they are 
borue. « 

More Interesting are the palatal teeth, and the corresponding 
teeth of the lower jaw. To these latter, the name “molars” or 
"grinders” Is frequently applied. Close to the front of the upper 
law we find a series of three tooth-masses, one central and two 
lateral, arranged In diverging fashion. The central and largest 
inass resembles the tuberculate molar of a bear In form, and Is 
composed of four firmly united segments, each segment in turn 
consisting of two pieces. The lateral teeth of the palate, simi¬ 
larly consist of a double series of firmly united segments, but In 
each of these lateral pieces the outer row of pieces Is composed 
of sharp-pointed segments, resembling miniature Incisors. It 
follows from this description that the Bea-wolf possesses in Its 
mouth an apparatus not merely adapted for tearing Us food but 
for exercising a triturating and bruising action as well. 

No less characteristic are the dental arrangements of the lower 
iaw. In the front of this jaw are four incisor teeth, each fully 
three-quarters of an inch In length; whilst two smaller incisors 
exist as already mentioned, one at each side of the larger series. 
Behind 1 these Incisors are the rudiments of succeeding teeth, 
and these rudimentary teeth gradually merge into the main den¬ 
tal arrangement of the lower jaw, which consists of a prominent 
row of blunt teeth unchylosed to form a common mass, and par¬ 
tially forming a double row on each side of the jaw. Section of 
the jaw shows that the teeth are imbedded in a common groove, 
and that complete and thorough ossification of the various dental 
pieces renders the whole apparatus compact and solid. The ar¬ 
rangement seen in the mouth of the wolf fish suggests the idea 
of the high specialization of this type of fish, as indicated by the 
development of the dental apparatus. In none of the near 
neighbors of this flsh have we at all a near approach to the per¬ 
fection of teeth thus exhibited; and in respect of Its complexity 
and differentiation of type, we may well be inclined to lend some 
countenance to the idea of the Independent origin in widely re¬ 
moved fishes of structures seen In still greater perfection In 
such widely-removed fishes as the Elasmobranchlate Skates, 
Rays, and Cestracion. 

The stomach of the specimen I dissected was greatly dis¬ 
tended, and contained fulty four ounces of digestive debris, con¬ 
sisting chiefly of disintegrated ophlurolds, spider-crabs, broken 
shells, shrimps and prawns, along with sand and small gravel 
The pyloric aperture was firmly contracted and the collection of 
matter In the stomach clearly pointed to some obstruction of the 
digestive canal as the cause of death. It was also Instructive to 
find that close to the vent the rectum was lurgely distended with 
broken pieces of shells and fine gravel. These matters, along 
with those in the stomach, had evidently been Intussuscepted 
before the arrival of the fish lu the aquarium and probably caused 
death by the Irritation consequent on their non-removal by diges¬ 
tion.— Andrew Wilson, »« Katun. 

The New Vork Fish Commission. 


The Rochester Express says: 

A visit to the New York State Fish Hatchery at Mumford dis¬ 
closes the extensive work of shipping eggs and young fry still 
in active operation, although nearly concluded for the present 
season. 

Monroe Green and his assistants have been busily engaged 
since November last in their work of fish-raising and filling 
orders. The troughs In the hatching houses arc yet filled with 
eggs in process of hatching, or youug fry just hatched, while the 
various ponds connected with the establishment, numbering in 
all twenty-six, are filled with fish of different kinds and sizes, 
from the large and handsome salmon trout to the yearling Salmu- 
fontinaHs; from the well fed brook trout eight or nine years old, 
and weighing from two to three pounds each, to the California 
mountain trout, the grayling and the Kennebec salmon. One of 
the finest tights of the place, especially at feeding time, is the 
large pond of salmon trout five to seven years old, some of which 
weigh as high as fifteen pounds. 

TUB MOUNTAIN TROUT, 

first Introduced In this state by the New York State Fish Com¬ 
missioners, four years ago, at which time 800 eggs were procured 
from California, is very highly spoken of, and is looked upon as 
the coming fish. Mr Qreeu considers him the hardiest of flBh 
he has ever handled, the gamest that swims, and equally ns fine 
flavored as the brook trout He Is a very rapid grower, lakes a 
fly beautifully, and fights like a bull-terrier. 

A year ago, ten thousand young fry of the mountain trout 
were placed In the streams about Dansvllle, and already, this 
Spring, a number have been caught, measuring seven Inches In 
length. Specimens In the stele ponds, only three years old, 
weigh upwards of two and a quarter pounds apiece. This year, 
about (»0,000 eggs will be taken from the slock on band. Two 
years from now, It Is expected, the number will roach between 
two and three million of eggs, when all sending In orders can be 
supplied, and the public waters of the state well stocked with 
this much-vaunted new comer. There are now on hand about 
830 three-year-olds, and 10,000 yearlings; the former of which 
will average about 3,000 eggs to a fish. 

THE SEASON'S SHIPMENTS. 

More brook trout have been shipped this season tbau last, but 
not so many salmon trout, as spawn was extremely difficult to 
procure last Fall on the fishing grounds In the Georgian bay, 
owing to the prevailing high winds The season of shipping 
salmon trout and white flab spawn began the latter part of No- 
rrmber. Brook trout were first shipped the second week in 
March. The shipments for this year are now about concluded, 
*lth the exception of some 440,000 brook trout, most of which 
*111 supply the streams of this Immediate vicinity. 


With the end of the week, Monroe Green will pull up stakes at 
Caledonia, and, with four assistants “ to the man or born,” leave 
on the 18th Inst, for the Hudson, where he will devote himself 
strictly to shad, until July 1st. 

The following uumbers of eggs and fry of the different species 
have been distributed to dlffeient waters within the state. 
8almon-trout eggs, 317,(100; fry of the same, 340,000; whlteflsh 
eggs, 100,000; California salmon fry, 80,000; brook-trout eggs, 
100,000; California mountain trout eggs, 4,000; brook-trout fry, 
1,114,000. Besides this there were 8,500 brook-trout eggs and 
400 California trout eggs sent to the Boclete d' Accltmalatlon, 
Paris. 


The Breeding of Eels. 


Brooklyn Fishery, Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Editor Chicago Field.—I do not propose to add anything to 
the facts which have been ascertained by the learned gentlemen 
who have given eo much attention to this occult subject for the 
past year or two; I simply wish to protest against the practice of 
men who, for the sake of a cheap and transient notoriety write 
upon subjects upon which they not only know nothing, but are 
not fitted either by nature, training nor education, to judge of 
matters pertaining to generation and embryology. To those who 
have kept pace with the many discoveries recently made by emi¬ 
nent men of science these absurd stories are simply amusing, 
but to a class of readers who have not, and who perhaps are 
ignorant of the acquirements or even the names of our scientific 
men, one man's statement is as good as Another's, and here is 
where the Injury comes In. 

I am moved to write this from a perusal of a letter from a Mr. 

A. R. Fuller, In a recent copy of the Chicago Field, wherein he 
states that last May he “took about 100 eggs from an eel weigh¬ 
ing six and a half pounds, and put them in alcohol." The find¬ 
ing of eggs at all would have been a surprising statement a few 
years ago, but now that we know by the investigations of such 
men as Dr. 8yrski, Professors Baird, Edwards and Packard that 
such is the case, his finding of these eggs in May (!), In fresh 
water, is, if there is no mistake, something new. But the most 
astounding part of hlBcommunication is where he says: “The 
eyes were plainly seen, also the forms of the body.” Why does 
a man make such a statement) Have we not the evidence of all 
investigators that the eggs are exceedingly minute; and did not 
Mr. Fred Mather measure them under the microscope and find 
them one-elghtleth of an inch in diameter) And now in face of 
these facts, brought forward by men whom we are bound to be¬ 
lieve, comcB an unknown person who says that he has ««« the 
eyes and form of a flsh in an egg so small that it takes a lens to 
distinguish the eggs at all, and which In the mass, to the un¬ 
aided eye, appear like fat! In May, tool When all agree that 
the Fall and Winter months are the spawning season! Mr. 
Blackford showed eel eggs at the last meeting of the Fish Cultural 
Association in February, aud explained that they came from as 
far north as Cape Vincent, and that no eggs were then found in 
eels coming from south of that point Mr. Fuller’B zoological 
knowledge is 6bown by his classing the eel found in fresh water 
as being distinct from those found in salt, when it Is well known 
that they are as much the same as the shad, salmon and sturgeon 
found in these different waters, and his comparison of a gill 
breathing flsh to a lung breathing snake, simply from a fancied 
resemblance In outward form, is another proof of his researches 
Into the secrets of nature. 

Many writers claim that they know of fresh waters which are 
inaccessible to eels, but It may be doubted If the great lakes, 
above Niagara, are not the only ones which an eel cannot gain 
access to through the grass or over rocks when wet with dew and 
aided by night. 

It Is charitable to suppose that Mr. Fuller has made a mistake, 
for bis statements are ut variance with all known facts aud possi¬ 
bilities.

Suspended Animation by Freezing. 

Wisconsin Fisu Commission, Madison. 

Editor Chicago Field: —On the 33d of April a man who was 
delivering Ice at the Cheney Hotel in this city, while breaking a 
large cake of ice of over two feet In thickness discovered a min¬ 
now an inch and a halt long frozen In the center of It, and called 
Mr. Cheney’s attention to It aud after they and several others 
had examined It he threw it back in the Ice wagon as it was ap¬ 
parently frozen solid and to all appearances was dead. Stories 
of frozen fish being restored to life then occurred to Mr. Cheney, 
who broke the ice and, merely as an experiment, took out the 
fish and placed It In a goblet of water, when In a short time it 
began to show signs of life, and after a while began swimming 
as nimbly as though its existence had never been interrupted. I 
saw it the same day and it fed upon crumbs of cracker and 
seemed light-hearted and happy after Its long imprisonment In 
wbat would have been an icy tomb to an animal with warmer 
blood. In order to get at all the facts in this Interesting case, I 
made Inquiries and learned that the Ice came from the Ice house 
of Mr. H. Hale, who Informed me that the piece in question was 
laid in the house in January last. At this writing (May 1), the 
fish Is now living.

Dundreary and Bardwell Slote after Salmon. —Mr. 
William J. Florence is now arranging his tackle In New York, at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel, for a trip to Labrador, and Is waiting 
the arrival of Mr. Sotheru, who is expected from England about 
the last of tills mODlh. The actors will be accompanied by the 
Duke of Beaufort and Sir John Reid. “Oh, It’s a splendid life,” 
said Mr. Florence, the other day. “ Two years ago I used to get 
up at half past 3 a. m , and make a day of it. No matter about 
appearances, here's a sketch young Sothern made of me," show¬ 
ing a colored picture of a vagabond with a fortnight’s beard. 

The river which the commedtane have leased Is the Natasba- 
quan. It is ninety miles in length and abounds In salmon and 
trout. Mr. Florence will attend to the shipping of a bouse 
which contains fourteen rooms, and was constructed In Montreal 
at a cost of $3,000. It will also be necessary to hire a steam 
launch, and one called the Dolphin will probably be chosen. The 
nearest communication by rail from Quebec Is at Rimonsky, on 
the 8t. Lawrence, and a steamer stops at Gaspe on the way to 
Plcton Bay, Nova Scotia. The Natasliaquan river Is, in fact, ex¬ 
tremely isolated, being much further away from civilization than 
the river of 8t. Anne des Monte, which Florence leased last year. 

The fish are not heavy, but are very active, and there Is no 
difficulty during the first run In killing 40 a day for a week. Mr. 
Florence caught on an averge 31 salmon last year, averaging 33 
pounds. 

Mr. Sothern sailed in the steamer Adriatic on the 30th Inst. 
Neither the Duke of Beaufort nor Sir John Reid has ever visited 
America, but the former has had much experience in salmon 
flshtng both in Scotland and Norway. 

The quartet may be joined by Mr. Daniel Cook of San Fran¬ 
cisco, and with boatman and attendants the party will be a large 
one—“Eighteen souls,” said Florence. “Eighteen soles—and 
how many salmon!" “That," as Sothern 6ays, “Is something 
no fellow can find out until we come back in about two months.” 


Opening of the Season at Barnboat. —Barncgat Inlet^N. J. 
—Editor Chicago Field :—The season opens for fishing with 
favorable prospects. Flounders were never more plentiful; drop 
your line in any part of the bay and you have them; from 
seventy-five to one hundred is no unusual catch. Blackfish run¬ 
ning unusually large are here and biting rigorously. Sea-bass 
pulling the scales at three pounds are being hauled up by boys of 
twelve years at the Inlet. Blue-fish (the center of attraction), 
only five heard of being taken and they to-day—however, as 
about the last week In this month is the time for their appear¬ 
ance In our waters, we have every hope they will not give us 
the go-by. Last season, if your readers remember, was extremely 
forward, and blue-fishing commenced on April 39, but this was 
the only instance,before May 30, known by the oldest inhabitant. 
The net men are taking plenty of black-fish all filled with spawn, 
yet thanks to the law passed In '79, they have only one more day 
to destroy them and their prospective family. I understand the 
newly appointed warden, Capt. Jos. Townsend, has warned them 
(the net men) he fully Intends carrying out the meaning of said 
laws.

The Rob of tub Salmon the Indian’s Bait.— Portland, 
Oregon.— Editor Chicago Field: —We are having some excellent 
sport this Spring fishing. Several of our fishermen have brought 
home large numbers of speckled trout. For successful fishing 
In the early part of the season, the “ roe ” of the salmon Ib used 
for bait, aud it is a most killing one too, for If a fish gets a taste 
of It he Is sure to return. A common method employed by the 
“Indians,” who fish for the markets, Is to select the place where 
they Intend fishing and to then squeeze or break up a “ roll ” 
of eggs in the water and let it float down the stream, and thereby 
causing the flsh to get a taste of It, when they begin to follow it 
up uotil they come to where the Indians are fishing, and seeing 
the bait they fall victims to their voraciousness. However, this 
method is seldom employed by true sportsmen; they of course 
prefer the more exciting " fly-fishing." A gentleman went out 
to Forest Grove this jreek and caught thirteen dozen beauties all 
with the‘ fly.’’ The weather to-day Is rather wet, a regular 
“ April Day,” but we hope to have It clear up by Sunday, when 
we Intend to “ have a haul ’’ at the trout ourselves, when, more 
anon. _ . Jonas C. 

Appendix to the Annual Report of Supt. of Hatcheries, 
Ohio. —From a small pamphlet with the above title we learn 
that In 1353: “There were fecundated and successfully hatched, 
by Dr. Theodstus Garllck, of Cleveland, a large number of brook 
trout eggs, in a hatchery near Cleveland, in a small stream 
emptying into the Cuyahoga river. This was, probably, the first 
experiment in artificial flsh breeding on this continent." 

For the past few- years the Ohio Fish Commission has confined 
Itself to the breeding of whitefish, and the Eastern, Californian 
and land-locked salmons. 

Up to January 1st, 1879, there have been deposited In the 
waters of the state 000,7U0 shad, received from the U. S. Fish 
Commission; 450,000 eggs, and fry of California salmon, from 
the same source; 80,000 Eastern and land-locked salmon, and 
20,490,000 whitefish. Specimens of all the salmons have been 
caught but the shad have not yet appeared. 

Mr. Potter, the superintendent, reports the capacity of his 
hatching house at 20,000,000 whlteflsh eggs.

The third meeting was held at the same place on Tuesday, Feb. 

10 1874, when Hon. Robert B. Roosevelt was chosen president, 
and Mr. George 8. Page, vice president, with Mr. Collins as sec¬ 
retary and Mr. Bowles as treasurer. Although this meeting was 
well attended and many Interesting papers read, there were no 
great events of Importance to record which would raise It above 
Its fellows, as In the case of the two previous ones. 

The fourth meeting, on Tuesday, February 9, 1875, was al'O 
held at the office of Mr. Page, and the same officers elected. Mr. 
Eugene G. Blackford and Prof. Baird both spoke In favor of the 
establishment of a public aquarium In New York, by a Joint-stock 
company, as Instructive and profitable, and the association passed 
a resolution expressing their “belief that an aquarium ln the 
city of New York would be a great benefit to science generally, 
and Ichthyology In particular, and giving Its favorable Mainte¬ 
nance to any public or private measure In that direction. 

There la reason to believe that this also brought forth fruit, ln 
the establishing of one by private enterprise, In which tho asso¬ 
ciation was so much Interested as to change Its place of meeting 
to the aquarium ln 1877; but a chaDge lu the management of 
the aquarium no altered the tone of the Institution that only one 
meeting was held there; and judging from the advertisements In 
the newspapers, the aquarium Is now almost wholly given up to 
shows of various kinds, with little or nothing to Interest lovers 

°^The < flfth annual meeting, on February 8, 187#, was also held 
at the office of Mr. Page, and the same officers elected, with the 
exceptlou of the secretary and treasurer, Mr. E. G. Blackford 
taking the place of Mr. Bowles, and Dr. Edmonds that of Mr. 
Colllus. At this meeting It was resolved to hold an extra ses¬ 
sion at Philadelphia during the Centennial Exhibition, and Prof. 
Baird waa requested to obtain a place tn tbe exhibition building 
for this purpose. Another step tn advance was tbe resolution to 
employ a stenographer at future meetings, and report the discus¬ 
sions, as well as the papers read, as these were often of as much 

value as the latter. . 

This brings the history down to the Centennial meeting, from 
which point the records have been kept In full, and reports of 
which are still In plentiful existence.

California Salmon do Not All Die after Spawning. 

By favor of Professor 8. F. Baird, U. 8. Flah Commissioner, we 
are permitted to publish the following letters which are self-ex¬ 
planatory : 

San Francisco, Cal., May 8, 1879. 

Professor Baird:— I send a letter with this, which, If you 
deem advisable, you may publish. It Is conclusive that the Sac¬ 
ramento salmon do not all die after spawning. 

Being addressed to you and published by your authority, it 
may do much to correct the wldely-prevalent erroneous Impres¬ 
sion that other laws govern the habits and characteristics of this 
fish from those which control the Atlantic salmon. Yours,

San Francisco, Cal., May 5, 1879. 
Prof. Spbncrk F. Baird, U. 8. Fish Commissioner, Washing 
ton, D. C.— Dear Sir:-It gives me pleasure to add some facts 
confirmatory of the oplulons expressed by you tn your letter tu 
the German fish commission. Such vast numbers of the Sacra- 
meulo salmon (Quinn,il) die on the spawning grounds of the up- 
per waters of the Pacific coast rivers, that It Is not surprising 
that our early scientific observers partake of the belief of the 
early settlers, and conclude that all of this species died after 
performing the act of reproduction. As you state In your letter, 
if these fish all die after spawning, there Is no explanation of the 
fact that we find on the spawning grounds salmon evidently of 
all ages from two to five years or more. If they all were to die 
after spawning, then the further anomaly would have to be con¬ 
ceded that, when hatched, and after going to the ocean, the eggs 

I —-d milt of some are matured in two years, others only in three 
,rs, others again only ln four or five years; and that they re¬ 
in continuously tn the ocean two, three, four or five years be- 
e returning to the river. 

The salmon fishermen of the Sacramento have always denied 
it all the salmon of that river die after spawning. They assert 
it from five to ten per cent, of all the salmon caught by them 
October and November are spent fish on their return from the 
iwnlng grounds. . 

To-day I received positive Information on the subject from Mr.

Tihe wolf-flsb are of a much more specific and unusual kind 
i a are seen In the former group. The specimen dissected 
tsured twenty-five Inches from the top of the nose to the ex- 
,ne It- 0 f the caudal fin. It was therefore by no means a large 
'^.clinen since from six to seven feet Is not an unusual length 
r r the sea-wolf to attain. Its dark grey body was faintly banded 
l b prown, but the bead was beautifully and distinctly marbled 
*ltb black on a grey ground. The aspect of the mouth, pro¬ 
vided with its well marked teeth, partakes somewhat of a feline 
look and has suggested the name “sea-cat," often applied to It 
n these northern shores, where the fish Is frequently eaten, It 
somewhat resembling the cod In taste. The appearance of the 
outb Is highly characteristic. In front of both Jaws Is found 
“ array of Bharp Incisor teeth. Che upper Jaw bears five of 
these pointed teetb, the two lateral teeth being large, and the 
ventral three teeth small. The lower jaw possesses six teeth of 
similar pattern, the two central teeth being larger than the four 
lateral ones; and wheu the Jaws are closed the lower teeth lnter- 
lock lu an exact manner with the upper. The hold or grip of a 
wolf-flab must therefore be of a tenacious kind. Behind these 
incisor teeth, both above and below, are seen a few small teeth, 
destined by the ordinary laws of dental succession In the fish- 
group to replace the Incisors In case of Injury or loss. These 
front teeth are firmly anchylosed to the bones on which they are 
borne. • 

More Interesting are the palatal teeth, and the corresponding 
teeth of the lower Jaw. To these latter, the name "molars” or 
"grinders" Is frequently applied. Close to the front of the upper 
jaw we Had a series of three tooth-masses, one central and two 
lateral, arranged In diverging fashion. The central and largest 
moss resembles the tuberculatc molar of a bear In form, and Is 
composed of four firmly united segments, each segment In turn 
consisting of two pieces. The lateral teetb of the palate, simi¬ 
larly consist of a double series of firmly united segments, but In 
each of these lateral pieces the outer row of pieces Ib composed 
of sharp-pointed segments, resembling miniature lnctsorB. It 
follows from this description that the sea-wolf possesses In Its 
mouth an apparatus not merely adapted for tearing Its food but 
for exercising a triturating and bruising action as well. 

No less characteristic are the dental arrangements of the lower 
jaw. In the front of this jaw are four Incisor teetb, each fully 
three-quarters of an Inch In length; whilst two smaller incisors 
exist as already mentioned, one at each side of the larger series. 
Behind Ithese Incisors are the rudiments of succeeding teeth, 
and these rudimentary teeth gradually merge Into the main den¬ 
tal arrangement of the lower jaw, which consists of a prominent 
row of blunt teeth anchylosed to form a common mass, and par¬ 
tially forming a double row on each side of the jaw. Section of 
the jaw shows that the teeth are Imbedded In a common groove, 
and that complete and thorough ossification of the various dental 
pieces renders the whole apparatus compact and solid. The ar¬ 
rangement seen In the mouth of the wolf fish suggests the Idea 
of the high specialization of this type of fish, as ludlcated by the 
development of the dental apparatus. In none of the near 
neighbors of this fish have we at all a near approach to the per¬ 
fection of teeth thus exhibited; and lu respect of Its complexity 
and differentiation of type, we may well be inclined to lend some 
countenance to the Idea of the Independent origin In widely re¬ 
moved fishes of structures seen In still greater perfection in 
such widely-removed fishes as the Elasmobranchfate Skates, 
Rays, and Cestraclon. 

The stomach of the specimen I dissected was greatly dis¬ 
tended, and contained fully four ounces of digestive debrie, con¬ 
sisting chiefly of disintegrated ophiurolds, spider-crabs, broken 
shells, shrimps and prawns, along with sand and small gravel 
The pyloric aperture was firmly contracted and the collection of 
matter In the stomach clearly pointed to some obstruction of the 
digestive canal as the cause of death. It was also Instructive to 
And that close to the vent the rectum was largely distended with 
broken pieces of shells and line gravel. These matters, along 
with those In the stomach, had evldcutly been IntussuBcepted 
before the arrival of the fish In the aquarium and probably caused 
death by the Irritation consequent on their non-removal by diges¬ 
tion.— Andrew Wilson, in Nature. 

The New York Fish Commission. 


The Rochester Kxpreee says: 

A visit to the New York State Fish Hatchery at Mumford dis¬ 
closes the extensive work of shipping eggs and young fry still 
In active operation, although nearly concluded for the present 
season. 

Monroe Green and his assistants have been busily engaged 
since November last in their work of fish-raising and filling 
orders. The troughs lu the hatching houses are yet filled with 
eggs In process of hatching, or young fry just hatched, while the 
various ponds connected with the establishment, numbering in 
all twenty-six, are filled with fish of different kinds and sizes, 
from the large and handsome salmon trout to the yearling Salmo- 
ftmUnali* ,* from the well fed brook trout eight or nine years old, 
and weighing from two to three pounds each, to the California 
mountain trout, the grayling and the Kennebec salmon. One of 
the finest tights of the place, especially at feeding time, la the 
large pond of salmon trout five to seven years old, some of which 
weigh as high as fifteen pounds. 

TUB MOUNTAIN TROUT, 

first Introduced In this stele by the New York State Fish Com¬ 
missioners, four vears ago, at which time 300 eggs were procured 
from California, is very highly spoken of, and Is looked upon as 
the coming fish. Mr Green considers him the hardiest of fish 
he has ever bandied, the gamest that swims, and equally as fine 
flavored as the brook trout He Is a very rapid grower, takes a 
fly beautifully, and fights like a bull-terrier. 

A year ago, ten thousand young fry of the mountain trout 
were placed In the streams about Dansvllle, and already, this 
Spring, a number have been caught, measuring seven Inches In 
length. Specimens In the state ponds, only three years old, 
weigh upwards of two and a quarter pounds apiece. This year, 
about 90,000 eggs will be taken from the stock on hand. Two 
years from now, It Is expected, the number will roach between 
two and three million of eggs, when all sending In orders can be 
supplied, and the public waters of the state well stocked with 
this much-vaunted new comer. Thero are now on hand about 
230 three-year-olds, and 10,000 yearlings; the former of which 
will average about 3,000 eggs to a fish. 

THE SEASON’S SHIPMENTS. 

More brook trout have been shipped this season than last, but 
not so many salmon trout, as spawn was extremely difficult to 
procure last Fall oo the fishing grounds In the Georgian bay, 
owing to the prevailing high winds The season of shipping 
salmon trout and white fish spawn began the latter part of No¬ 
vember. Brook trout were first shipped the second week In 
March. The shipments for this year are now about concluded, 
with the exception of some 400,000 brook trout, moat of which 
"111 supply the streams of this Immediate vicinity. 



With the end of the week, Monroe Green will pull up stakes at 
Caledonia, and, with four assistants “ to the man or born,” leave 
on the 13th Inst, for the Hudson, where be will devote himself 
strictly to shad, until July 1st. 

The following numbers of eggs and fry of the different species 
have been distributed to different waters wltbln the state. 
Salmon-trout eggs, 317,600; fry of the same, 340,030; whlteflsh 
eggs, 100,000; California salmon fry, 80,000; brook-trout eggs, 
199,000; California mountain trout eggs, 4,000; brook-trout fry, 
1,114,000. Besides this there were 8,500 brook-trout eggs and 
400 California trout eggs sent to the Soclete d' Accltmatatton, 
Paris. 

The Breeding of Eels. 


Brooklyn Fishery, Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Editor Chicago Field. —I do not propose to add anything to 
the facta which have been ascertained by the learned gentlemen 
who have given so much attention to this occult subject for the 
past year or two; I simply wish to protest against the practice of 
men who, for the sake of a cheap and transient notoriety write 
upon subjects upon which they not only know nothing, but are 
not fitted either by nature, training nor education, to judge of 
matters pertaining to generation and embryology. To those who i 
have kept pace with the many discoveries recently made by emi¬ 
nent men of science these absurd stories are simply amusing, 
but to a class of readers who have not, and who perhaps are 
ignorant of the acquirements or even the names of our scientific 
men, one man's statement Is as good as another’s, and here is 
where the Injury comes In. 

I am moved to write this from a perusal of a letter from a Mr. 
A. R. Fuller, In a recent copy of the Cbicago Field, wherein he 
states that last May he "took about 100 eggs from an eel weigh¬ 
ing six and a half pounds, and put them In alcohol." Tbe find¬ 
ing of eggs at all would have been a surprising statement a few 
years ago, but now that we know by the Investigations of such 
men as Dr. Syrskl, Professors Baird, Edwards and Packard that 
such Is the case, his finding of these eggs lu May (1), In fresh 
water. Is, If there Is no mistake, something new. But tbe most 
astounding part of his communication Is where he says: “Tbe 
eyes were plainly seen, also the forms of the body." Why does 
a man make such a statement) Have we not the evidence of all 
Investigators that tbe eggs are exceedingly minute; and did not 
Mr. Fred Mather measure them under tbe microscope and find 
them one-cigbtleth of an Inch In diameter) And now In face of 
these facts, brought forward by men whom we are bound to be¬ 
lieve, comes au unknown person who says that he has seen the 
eye, i and form of a fish In an egg so small that It takes a lens to 
distinguish the eggs at all, and which In the mass, to the un¬ 
aided eye, appear like fat I In May, too! When all agree that 
the Fall and Winter months are the spawning season! Mr. 
Blackford showed eel eggs at the last meeting of the Fish Cultural 
Association In February, and explained that they came from as 
far north as Cape Vincent, and that no eggs were then found in 
eels coming from south of that point. Mr. Fuller's zoological 
knowledge Is shown by bis classing the eel found In fresh water 
as being distinct from those found In salt, when It Is well known 
that they are as much the same as the shad, salmon and sturgeon 
found In these different waters, and his comparison of a gill 
breathing fish to a lung breathing snake, simply from a fancied 
resemblance In outward form, Is another proof of bis researches 
Into the secrets of nature. 

Many writers claim that they know of fresh waters which are 
Inaccessible to eels, but it may be doubted If the great lakes, 
above Niagara, are not the only ones which aD eel cannot gain 
access to through the grass or over rocks when wet with dew and 
aided by night. 

It Is charitable to suppose that Mr. Fuller has made a mistake, 
for bis statements are at variance with all known facts and possi¬ 
bilities.

Suspended Animation by Freezing. 


Wisconsin Fish Commission, Madison. 

Editor Chicago Field: —On the 23d of April a man who was 
delivering Ice at the Cheney Hotel In this city, while breaking a 
large cake of Ice of over two feet In thickness discovered a min¬ 
now an inch and a half long frozen In the center of It, and called 
Mr. Cheney’s attention to It and after they and several others 
bad examined it he threw It back In the lee wagon as It was ap¬ 
parently frozen solid and to all appearances was dead. Stories 
of frozen fish being restored to life then occurred to Mr. Cheney, 
who broke the Ice and, merely as an experiment, took out the 
fish and placed it In a goblet of water, when In a short time it 
began to show signs of life, and after a while began swimming 
as nimbly as though Its existence had never been Interrupted. I 
saw It the same day and it ted upon crumbs of cracker and 
seemed light-hearted and bappy after its long Imprisonment In 
what would have been an Icy tomb to an animal with warmer 
blood. In order to get at all tbe facts in this Interesting case, I 
made Inquiries and learned that tbe ice came from the Ice house 
of Mr. H. Hale, who Informed me that the piece in question was 
laid In the house In January last. At this writing (May 1), the 
fish is now living.

It Is a loose name, covering most 
small fish, especially those which never exceed three Inches when 
adult.—E d.]

Tbe actors will be accompanied by the 
Duke of Beaufort and Sir John Reid. “ Oh, It’s a splendid life," 
said Mr. Florence, the other day. “ Two years ago I used to get 
up at half past 3 a. m , and make a day of It. No matter about 
appearances, here’s a sketch young 8othern made of me," show¬ 
ing a colored picture of a vagabond with a fortnight’s beard. 

Tbe river which the commedians have leased Is tbe Nataaha- 
quan. It is ninety miles In length and aboundB In salmon and 
trout. Mr. Florence will attend to the shipping of a house 
which contains fourteen rooms, and was constructed In Montreal 
at a cost of 12,000. It will also be necessary to hire a steam 
launch, and one called the Dolphin will probably be chosen. The 
nearest communication by rail from Quebec Is at Rlmonsky, on 
the St. Lawrence, and a steamer stops at Gaspe on the way to 
Plcton Bay, Nova Scotia, Tbe Natasliaquan river is, In fact, ex¬ 
tremely Isolated, being much further away from civilization than 
the river of 8t.

Opening of the Season at Barneoat. —Barnegat Inlet^N. J. 
—Editor Chicago Field: —The season opens for fishing with 
favorable prospects. Flounders were never more plentiful; drop 
your line In any part of the bay and you have them; from 
seventy-five to one hundred Is no unusual catch. Blackflsh run¬ 
ning unusually large are here and lilting vigorously. Sea-bass 
pulling the scales at three pounds are being hauled up by boys of 
twelve years at the Inlet. Blue-fish (the center of attraction), 
only five heard of being taken and they to-day—however, as 
about tbe last week In this month Is the time for their appear¬ 
ance In our waters, we have every hope they will not give us 
the go-by. Last season, If your readers remember, was extremely 
forward, and blue-fishing commenced on April 39, but this was 
the only instance,before May 30, known by the oldest Inhabitant. 
Tbe net men are taking plenty of black-fish all filled with spawn, 
yet thanks to the law passed In ’79, they have only one more day 
to destroy them and their prospective family. I understand tbe 
newly appointed warden, Capt. Jos. Townsend, has warned them 
(the net men) he fully intends carrying out the meaning of said 
laws.

The Roe of the Salmon the Indian's Bait. —Portland, 
Oregon.— Editor Chicago Field:—Vfe are having some excellent 
sport this Spring fishing. Several of our fishermen have brought 
home large numbers of speckled trout. For successful fishing 
In the early part of the season, the “ roe ” of the salmon Is used 
for bait, and It is a most killing one too, for If a fish gets a taste 
of It he is sure to return. A common method employed by the 
“Indians," who fish for tbe markets, Is to select the place where 
they Intend fishing and to then squeeze or break up a “ roll ” 
of eggs in the water and let It float down the stream, and thereby 
causing the fisb to get a taste of It, when they begin to follow it 
up until they come to where the Indians are fishing, and seeing 
the bait they fall victims to their voraciousness. However, this 
method is Beldoin employed by true sportsmen; they of course 
prefer the more exciting “ fly-fishing." A gentleman weDt out 
to Forest Grove this week and caught thirteen dozen beauties all 
with the‘ fly.’’ Tbe weather to day Is rather wet, a regular 
“ April Day,” but we hope to have It clear up by Sunday, when 
we Intend to “ have a haul ’’ at tbe trout ourselves, when, more 
anon.

Appendix to the Annual Report of Supt. of Hatcheries, 
Ohio. —From a small pamphlet with the above title we learn 
that In 1833: “ There were fecundated and successfully hatched, 

by Dr. Theodatus Garllck, of Cleveland, a large number of brook 
trout eggs, in a hatchery near Cleveland, in a small stream 
emptying Into the Cuyahoga river. This was, probably, the first 
experiment in artificial fish breeding on this continent." 

For the past few years the Ohio Fish Commission has confined 
Itself to the breeding of whitefish, and tbe Eastern, Californian 
and land-locked salmons. 

Up to January 1st, 1879, there have been deposited In the 
waters of the state 600,700 shad, received from the U. 8. Fish 
Commission; 450,000 eggs, and fry of California salmon, from 
the same source; 80,000 Eastern and land locked salmon, and 
30,490,000 whitefish. Specimens of all tbe salmons have been 
caught but tbe shad have not yet appeared. 

Mr. Potter, tho superintendent, reports the capacity of bis 
hatching house at 30,000,000 whitefish eggs.

The close time for brook and lake trout, and 
land-locked salmon Is September to April; black-base, pike- 
perch, and wblte perch, May and June; muscalunge, pickerel, 
pike snd grayling, April and May; and salmon, alewfves and 
lampreys for five years from June 14, 1875.
